Several costly _busi- 
‘ness blocks are in course of construc- 
tion, notable among which are the huge 
stractures of Senator Fair and of James 
G. Phelan; but these do not speak so 
plainly of abundant means as the many 
elegant private residences which are 
building in the Western addition. Van 
Ness Avenue used to end at Clay street; 
beyond that toward North Beach it 
struggled away with only an occasional 
dilapidated house to emphasize it 
width and aristocratic pretentions.

Pi cific we tld pay a yood round 
sum for it, in order to get control of 
the lower portion of Townsend street, 
and to rule out all rival lines. The 
Bay Shore party boasted that they had 
secured eight Supervisors, but when 
the matter came to a vote it was indef- 
initely ned. Then the schemers 
turned to the conrts, and they are now 
trying to get an injunction against 
granting the franchise removed. Dr. 
Cogswell, who presented the new 
Montgomery street fountain to the city, 
brought the injunction, as he owns four 
entire squares of property on Town- 
send street, and the road, if built, 
would ruin his lots for all business pur- 
poses. Ihe plan of the Bay Shore peo- 
ple is now to get the injunction re- 
moved, and then bring the franchise 
once more before the Supervisors, 
and there is a fair chance of a 
gigantic job being put mp on the 
community, while not a single tax payer 
has the power to lifta finger to prevent 
the outrage.

CUTTING WHALES IN TWO. 
The Steamship Newport Ran inte 
a Scheol of Them. 


{New York Sun.] 

The Newport, of the New York and 
Cuba Mail Steamship Company, ran in- 
to a school of sperm whales off the 
Delaware capes onthe last southward 
trip. It was about 8 o'clock in the 
morning, and Captain John P. Sund- 
berg says he could see millions of them 
from the deck. He estimated the 
width of the school at a half a mile, 
and its length at twenty miles. The 
, the sun was shining, 
and all the passengers were on deck. 
The yessel was steaming at fifteen 
knots. Some of the whales were 
seventy feet long. One of them, about 
sixty-five feet long, was struck by-the 
bow of the steamship at right angles 
and about in the middle of the body. 


Brooklyn Bridge, who was looking over 
the prow, was among the passengers 
who got drenched. The whale, Cap- 
tain Sundberg says, was cut iu two, the 
fore part going to one side of the ves- 


sea was colored with b The head 
was driven down iuto the water so far 
that when it came up it arose six feet 
above the surface in plain sight of 
those who were looking over the side. 
The shock threw the steam steering 
gear temporarily out of order, but 
otherwise the vessel was not damaged. 
A few minutes later a second whale was 
cut in two, almost in the samt wanner 
as the first had been. The head went 
to the port. side, but the body passed 
under the bottom, aud was struck by 
the propeller blades. The effect of this 
on the machinery alarmed the engineer 
in the enginc-room, who thought the 
blades had struck a drifting spar. The

‘| The bottle was carried fully fifteen feet, 


VIAL OF VITRIOL. 


An Unknown Scoundrel Hurls it on 
a Crowd. 


The Fiery Fiala Burns Men, Women and 
Children—A Fiendish (rime at a car. 
aival in Philadelphia. 


a 


(Philadelphia Times, October 

An absolutely fiendish instance of 
malicious mischief that might have fe- 
sulted in the life-disfigaremeut of hun- 
dreds of people occurred on Thursday 
night ia the main Centennial building. 
Forty-two men, women and children 
were burned and had their clothing 
ruined by the vitriol-thrower. A full 
gallon of the terrible acid was emptied 
over the crowd assembled in front of 
the space north of the Roosevelt organ 
by some villains concealed in the north- 
east gulle ry, who followed up their 
work by sending the heavy bottle crash- 
ing to the floor, the splintered glass 
flying in every direction. They then 
escaped through the skylight to the 
roof of the building and thence to the 
ground. The act was done so quickly, 
and the result so instantaneous, that 
the victims scarcely realized what was 
the matter until sufficient time had 
elapsed to permit the scoundrels to 
make good their escape. The injuries 
inflicted were principally upon ladies, 
of whom the greater part of the au- 
dience was composed. Four ladies 
were terribly burned about the neck, 
arms and hands. A twelve-year-old 
boy was barned on the right cheek, 
neck, and back, and a babe in arms had 
its little face and arms seared and 
scarred by the terrible fluid. Trifling 
burns were inflicted on fifteen other la- 
dies and three gentlemen. The great- 
est damage, however, from à pecuniary 
—＋ of view, was done to clothing. No 
ess than seven silk dresses were utter- 
ly ruined. Hats and bonnets were 
barnt and 80 as to render them 
useless, and lace trimmings shared the 


hop began, at 8 o'clock, that the 
CRIME WAS COMMITTED. 


The audience consisted of about 500 
persons, who were seated and standing 
in front of the 8 formerly used for 
roller skating. e first intimation of 
what was coming was received by Mrs. 
Deery, a lady stopping at the Irving 
House, who, in company with her 
daughter, had come to witness the per- 
formance. Mrs. Deery felt a drop of 
something on her neck like scalding 
water, and, looking up, received an- 
other drop on her head. She called to 
her daughter to step aside, and i» she 
did so, several other ladies moved out 
of the way also, leaving a clear space 
of about three feet square. A moment 
later a volume of liquid came pouring 
down, and striking the floor splashed 
over those nearest. The crowd broke, 
and as they did so a gallon bottle was 
thrown violently from the northeastern 
gallery, and flew into hundreds of 
pieces as it struck the floor. There 
was an iiumediate stampede for the dif- 
ferent points of exit. A lady with a 
child in ber arms received xbout an 
ounce of the scorching stuff upon her 
bonnet, and the fluid trickling down, 
fell upon the child's cheek. ‘The little 
one writhed in agony, screaming loud- 
ly. A boy standing near was burnt on 
the fore head and started a scene of con- 
fusion by his loud outeries, which were 
followed by screams of pain from a 
dozen others. The victims finally be- 
caine composed enough to go out of the 
building in a body, numbering over 
forty, and twenty of them proceeded to 
the drug store at Fourth street and Gi- 
rurd avenue. The remainder suffered 
only. trivial injuries and went to their 
homes. Dr. Harshberger's store was 
soon surrounded by a

and filled with a very indignant one. 
The walk from the main building, 
although short, bad given the acid time 


— 


ammonia as an antidote was of no avail. 
The most seriously injared were found 
to. be the boy, the infant and its mother. 
Their faces and necks were painfully 
seared, and their hands spotted in 
laces. Mrs. Chambers of Sixteenth 
and Arch streets, had an expensive lace 
fichu almost entirely burned away b 
the quick-working acid, and her silk 
dress and overskirt was burnt in great 
spots. A Mrs. May, living in the 
neighborhood, of Twentieth and Arch 
streets, had her lace bonnet completely 
spoiled, and Mrs. and Miss Deery suf- 
fered the ruination of their silk dresses 
and dolmans. Miss Deery was acarred 
on one side of her face. Two gentle 
men had holes burnt in their hats and 
coats, and one of them had one shoe 
eaten through. 

So suddenly was the deed committed 
that no one could form any theory 
either as to its perpetrators or their de- 
sign. Yesterday morning a son of Mra. 
Deery called on the Superintendent of 
the buiiding to have an investigation 
made, but that individual was inclined 
to treat the matter very lightly. He 
neither made any apijlazy, expressed 
any regret, or offered to make good the 
damage done. The only plausible the- 
ory seems to be that some scoundrels, 
out of pure mischief, must have made 
their way unobserved tothe fleor of the 
gallery by the circular stairway, where 
the acid jars used to generate electricity 
are kept. A gallon jar of undiluted 
acid was kept there to replenish these 
jars, and it was that with which the 
work was done. The fragments of the 
broken bottle had been carefully re- 
moved yesterday and an eflort made to 
have the matter hushed up. An inves- 
tigation of the gallery from whence the 
acid was poured showed plainly that 
the gallon bottle had been lifted up to 
the railing, which is about three-and- 
one half feet high, and then tilted over.

ECHOES FROM EVERYWHERE. 


ALrnovon 350 years have now passed 
since Wales became politically incorpo- 
rated with England, the Welsh people 
still cling to their Celtic tongue with a 
tenacity that has not a parallel within 
the whole scope of history. While it 
would seem natural that these simple 
people would discard their language in 
order to receive the advantages of edu- 
cation and to keep pace with the world's 
progress, still it is a settled fact that 
they show no more disposition to give 
up this relic of a departed age in their 
social and their religious life, than they 
evinced one hundred years ago. Welsh 
ignorance is the direct result of Welsh 
obstinacy. When they see fit to aban- 
don their rude dialect they will begin 
to make some progress in the sciences, 
the classics and literature, as well as to 
place themselves on a level with the 
English speaking races of the British 
Isles: Let,“ as a recent writer on 
the subject pertinently remarks, while 
this ia u consummation devoutly to be 
desired, who, after visiting Wales, and 
observing the peculiar ways of her peo- 
ple, and listening to their queer lan- 
guage, could wish that it were other- 
wise.“

Tag opapvat destruction of the old 
forests in England and Scotland iq a 
matter of great regret to the hunting 
element of the British nobility, whose 
sime-houored pastime of deer stalking 
is seriously threatened by the rapid 
advances of the woodsman's ax and the 
farmer's plow. In the Scotch High- 
lands, hunting and fishing grounds 
command a high rental, and are pre- 
served and rented for that purpose, 
with as close a watch over the pounds 
and shillings as.characterizes farm let- 
ting in England and Ireland. In Scot- 
land it is estimated that there are no 
less than 1700 shooting, of which 
three-fourths are usually rented at an 
annual income to the proprietors of not 
less than $2,500,000. It is said that an 
American of great fortune pays $50,000 
for his dcer parks, and several English 
lords equal this amount in their expen- 
ditures for suitable hunting grounds. 
Deer forests in Scotland are not usually 
thickly wooded, but embrace stretches | 
of woodtand, with many lakes and 
streams. The continued destruction of 
trees always causes an outcry, and at 
present an agitation is going on on the 
subject of restoring the forests. One 
earl who died recently left 40,000 acres 
thus replenished as a memorial. Not 
only axe. the forests disappearing, but 
the red deer themselves are rapidly de- 
teriorating. Were it not for the re- 
markable protection accorded the ani- 
mul, the species would soon become 
extinct. As it is the deer are becoming 
less numerous yeat by year, while the 
sport of stalking seems to be enjoying 
a corresponding Increase in popularity. 
The hunting season extends through the 


present winter wonths, although it 
reaches its height in November, 


Tue terrible Tay disaster proved that 
the strongest iron bridge was an un- 
equal match for the sudden and violent 
storius of that eccentric water-way, yet, 
in spite of the warning of a causualty 
unparalleled in the railroad age, a plan 
has already; been proposed for the re- 
building of the ill-fated structure. The 
Tay is uearly a mile wide and subject 
to storms of unusual severity. The 
new bridge will cross immediately 
alongside the old one, whose remains 
will be utilized in the construction. It 
will beyin, starting at the south end, 
with four brick arches, each of 50-feet 
span, and be followed by girder and 
truss spans, as follows: 1 of 118 feet, 
10 of 120 feet, 13 of 125 feet, 11 of 245 
feet, 2 of 227-feet, 1 of 162 feet, 10 of 
129 feet b inches, 1 of 127 feet 6 inches, 
and 25 of 71 feet. The long central 
spans will be 77 feet in the clear above 
high water mark. The trains will run 
between the girders of these spans and 
on the top of those on either hand, as 
in the old bridge. The foundations of 
the piers are to be iron cylinders filled 
with concrete, upon which brickwork 
will be built up and surmounted by 
wrought-iron pillars, 

The water of the Tay ia 100 feet 
deep beneath the bridge, so the passen - 
gers who trust themselves on this new 
piece of engineering skill, will probably

WaAsarnatoy, Dee, 34.—Guiteau left the 


seige, a broken man. He was tired out, 
haggard, faded disgusted, sullen and ugly,

After 
having reflected earnestly upon that point 
for sme moments, the prisoner answered 
sullenly: 1 have felt remorse, of course, 
as far as my personal feelings are con- 
cerned.”” Judge Porter, quick as light- 
ning, and in dramatic style, said: That 
will do, prisoner: your examination is 
closed.“ Gniteau, withering under the

of hm confession. During all these months 
one part of hig defense has been insisting 
that he never has had a single sentiment 
of remorse. During this cross-examina- 
tion he has said a dozen times to Judge 
Porter's terrible questions that his mind 
was a blank upon the subject.

these weeks he has insisted with gleefu 
pertinacity that a thought of remorse
